As  full 
details  of  income  and  expenditure  and  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
Corporation  appear  on  pages  22  f  and  22 G  respectively  (following  on  the 
detailed  accounts  of  each  of  the  Corporation’s  separate  activities),  there 
is  no  need  for  the  Committee  of  Management  to  enter  into  any  fuller 
explanation  of  them  in  this  Report.

Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Year  1938. 


Just  five  minutes  to  review  the  Past,  to  comment  on  the  Present, 
to  conjure  up  the  Future. 

It  is  the  March  of  Time  ! 

January  30th,  1895 — One  Sick  Room  Help  started  on  a  newT 
mission,  a  new  branch  of  Maternal  Welfare,  the  Welfare  of  the  Home  ! 

In  1899,  the  Sick  Room  Help  Society,  under  its  first  title,  linked  up, 
with  the  service  of  Helps,  a  service  of  Maternity  Nurses — to  follow  up 
Doctors’  cases. 

In  1904  the  passing  of  the  first  Midwives  Act  changed  the  existing 
Midwifery  services  completely. 

In  1910-11  the  Sick  Room  Help  Scheme  was  enlarged  and  the 
Jewish  Maternity  Home  was  built  and  equipped  with  10  beds  and  a 
Midwifery  Training  School  attached  thereto. 

In  1912  activities  were  extended  to  include  an  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  and  Health  Visitors. 

In  1918  followed  amalgamation  with  the  Ladies’  P>enevolent 
Lying-in  Institution,  thus  including  Domiciliary  Midwifery  services, 
and  this  was  successively  followed  by  ante-natal  consultations  and  by 
a  Dental  Clinic. 

After  30  years,  reconstruction,  extension  and  reorganisation 
became  imperative  and,  dining  the  period  1925  to  1927  the  building 
of  a  new  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Maternity 
Home  to  34  beds  was  carried  out,  together  with  the  incorporation  of 
the  various  activities  into  one  body.  Later,  hospital  status  was 
established. 

The  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  has  been  recognised  by  the 
Supervising  Authorities  and  by  the  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund 
for  I.  on  don  as  an  Institution  with  a  veiy  high  standard  of  efficiency 
and  with  one  of  the  lowest  maternal  mortality  rates  in  Great  Britain. 

Since  the  enlargement  of  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  there  has 
been  steady  progress,  as  far  as  space  and  environment  would  allow, 
and  a  following  up  of  all  new  legislation  for  “  Safer  Motherhood.” 

The  Midwives  Act  1936  and  the  new  regulations  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  which  came  into  force  in  June  1938,  have  once  again 
given  an  entirely  new  direction  to  the  maternity  services  throughout 
the  country.  These  services  provide  for  an  extended  period  of  training, 
whilst  raising  the  professional  status  of  the  midwife.  For  this  more 
extensive  training,  the  provision  of  lecture  rooms,  research  laboratories 
and  new  teaching  equipment  are  demanded,  as  well  as  special  provision 
for  ante-natal  care  and  teaching. 

The  necessity  of  conforming  with  these  new  regulations  has  given 
the  Committee  of  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  cause  for  much 
anxious  thought  for  the  past  two  years.  After  very  careful  con¬ 
sideration,  a  scheme  to  remove  the  Hospital  from  its  present  site  to 
another  area  where  more  adequate  accommodation  could  be  provided, 
was  decided  upon. 
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The  possibilities  offered  by  a  site  in  Lordship  Road,  Stoke 
Newington,  to  meet  all  requirements,  seemed  particularly  favourable, 
since  a  large  number  of  the  younger  generation  have  gravitated  from 
the  East  End  to  North  London. 

Plans  embodying  all  the  requirements  of  a  modern  maternity 
hospital  have  been  submitted  by  the  Hospital’s  architect,  Mr.  Ernest 
M.  Joseph,  O.B.E.,  and  have  been  approved  by  the  authorities  as  well 
as  by  the  Committee. 

The  new  building  can  be  proceeded  with  forthwith,  subject  to  the 
success  of  the  Appeal  sent  out  in  the  name  of  the  “  Bearsted  Memorial 
Hospital.” 

The  enlarging  of  the  Hospital’s  title  during  the  year  by  the 
addition  thereto  of  the  words  “  Bearsted  Memorial  Hospital  ”  is  a 
fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Lord  and  Lady  Bearsted, 
to  whose  generous  support  the  present  Hospital  owes  so  great  a  debt 
of  gratitude. 

The  Jewish  tradition  and  the  Jewish  atmosphere  will  be  carried 
on  in  the  new  Hospital  as  it  has  been  in  the  Hospital  at  Underwood 
Road,  Whitechapel,  so  that  the  Jewish  mother  may  enter  with  complete 
confidence.  But,  with  the  removal  to  North  London,  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  needs  of  the  district  for  a  maternity  hospital 
,'as  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health).  Patients  of  every 
denomination  will  be  admitted  and  the  new  hospital  wall  thus  render 
service  to  a  much  wider  community. 

Patients. — The  records  of  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  for  1938 
are  so  similar  to  those  for  1937  that  they  call  foi  no  special  comment 
except  one  of  thankfulness  that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death  to 
register. 

The  report  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  gives  details  from  the  medical 
point  of  view  and  the  tables  on  page  19  give  the  figures  for 
In-patients.  Under  the  new  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 
and  since  June  1938,  the  midwifery  Out-patients  are  undertaken  by 
another  Institution  and  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital’s  Midwifery 
School  concentrates  on  intensive  teaching  in  the  wards.  The  returns 
for  midwifery  Out-patients,  therefore,  as  given  on  page  19,  refer  to 
five  months’  Domiciliary  Midwifery  only. 

Training  School. — There  were  20  entrants  to  the  Training  School 
during  the  year.  Fifteen  candidates  sat  for  the  examinations  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board  and  14  gained  the  Certificate. 

In  connection  with  the  Training  School  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  St.  John’s  Post  Certificate  School,  a  Post  Graduate  course  in 
analgesics  has  been  organised  at  the  Hospital. 

Since  February  1938,  the  quarterly  examination  for  a  special 
area  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  has  been  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre,  as  this  offers  the  desired  accommodation.  This  is  a  most 
satisfactory  extension  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Jewish  Maternity 
Hospital. 

The  demand  for  midwifery  training  by  Refugees  from  Germany 
and  Austria  has  been  very  insistent ;  but,  in  view  of  the  Home  Office 
restrictions,  only  a  limited  number  can  be  accepted.  The  Jewish 
Maternity  Hospital  is  in  complete  co-operation  with  the  International 
Nurses  Sub-Committee  on  the  subject  of  training  and  the  selection  of 
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candidates.  Those  granted  permits  and  who  have  entered  as  pro¬ 
bationers  are  proving  efficient  and  desirable  students. 

On  the  whole,  the  remodelling  of  the  Midwifery  Services  throughout 
the  country  and  the  prolonging  of  the  period  of  training,  has  caused  a 
shortage  of  candidates  applying  for  this  training,  and  this  may  even 
be  emphasised  in  the  near  future.  All  such  changes  must,  perforoe, 
entail  a  certain  adjustment  but,  up  to  the  present,  the  supply  of  pupil 
midwives  at  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  has  been  adequate. 

District  Nurses. — The  two  District  Maternity  Nurses  attached  to 
the  Institution  carry  on  the  supervision  of  the  mothers  discharged 
from  the  wards  when  they  first  return  home  and,  m  the  same  way, 
perform  similar  work  for  local  doctors  and  hospitals  and  supervise 
homes  where  Sick  Hoorn  Helps  are  employed.  Their  services  are  also 
specially  requisitioned  for  nursing  the  infants  on  behalf  of  the  Initiation 
Society  and,  in  this  connection,  a  large  number  of  visits  have  been  paid. 
One  of  these  Maternity  Nurses  has  a  record  of  34  years  of  faithful  and 
devoted  service  to  the  Jewish  community  of  East  London  and  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital. 

There  is  very  little  variation  in  the  cases  attended  by  the  District 
Sick  Nurses,  the  figures  for  which  are  shown  on  page  20. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre.— Apart  from  the  transfer  to  the  new 
Hospital  (when  completed)  of  the  Hospital  proper,  including  Wards, 
Training  School  and  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  it  is  not  the 
Committee’s  intention  to  relinquish  the  other  activities  which  are 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Jewish  population  of  East  London.  Of 
great  importance,  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  an  integral  part  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  of  the  Borough  of  Stepney,  will 
continue  to  function  there  and  that  part  of  the  present  building  which 
wras  established  for  this  purpose  will  be  retained. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  to  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  will  be  found  on  page  25.  The  programme  of  its  work  and  the 
statistics,  inclusive  of  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  dental  clinics,  as  well 
as  those  of  attendance  at  the  ante-natal  sewing  classes,  are  shown 
on  pages  21  and  22. 

Administration. — On  the  administrative  side  there  has  been  great 
activity  during  1938.  Preparations  for  the  new  scheme  absorbed  the 
attention  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Many  visits  to  other  hospitals 
both  at  home  and  abroad  have  been  paid  by  the  Matron  and  by  members 
of  the  Committee  and  the  plans  carefully  studied  and  revised.  At  the 
same  time  the  Financial  Sub-Committee  were  concerned  with  the 
appeal  to  be  launched  early  in  1939. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  was  held  at  14,  Holland  Park  Road, 
(by  kind  invitation  of  Mrs.  R.  B.  Solomon),  on  June  30th,  1938,  and 
was  addressed  by  Miss  Ellen  Wilkinson,  M.P.,  Sir  Ewen  J.  Maclean, 
D.L.,  J.P.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.  (President — British  College  of  Obstetricians 
and  Gynaecologists),  and  Dayan  Rabbi  M.  Gollop,  B.A.,  S.C.F.  The 
speakers,  who  were  most  enthusiastically  received,  stressed  the  need 
of  more  adequate  provision  for  the  mothers  of  the  nation  and  were  very 
encouraging  to  the  Committee’s  new  enterprise. 

There  were  several  changes  on  the  Committee  during  the  year,  and 
it  is  with  regret  that  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Harris  Lebus,  Miss  Miriam 
Moses,  J.P.,  and  of  Mrs.  Leon  Rees  must  be  noted.  All  have  given 
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many  years  of  generous  service  to  the  Jewish  Maternity  Hospital  and 
the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  thanks. 

By  the  death  of  Mrs.  B.  S.  Gluckstein  the  Committee  have  to 
deplore  the  loss  of  a  beloved  and  wise  counsellor  and  colleague,  who  had 
served  on  the  Committee  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years. 

The  Finance  Committee  greatly  regrets  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Frank 
Cohen  owing  to  pressure  of  work,  and  thanks  him  for  services  rendered 
in  the  past. 

Financial  Statement. — Several  drawing-room  meetings  were  arranged 
by  Mrs.  Nat  Levitt  in  an  effort  to  organise  a  new  and  extensive 
Aid  Committee  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  successful  and  will  prove  of 
great  value  in  promoting  financial  assistance  for  the  Bearsted  Memorial 
Hospital. 

The  Ladies’  Association,  a  vigorous  Branch  of  the  Hospital’s 
activities,  is  gaining  in  strength  year  by  year  with  the  growth  of  its 
membership.  Though  there  is  a  separate  Report  of  the  vear’s 
achievements  on  page  16,  the  Executive  Committee  desire  to  "place 
on  record  their  appreciation  of  this  enthusiastic  group  of  helpers, 
who  form  a  notable  link  in  the  chain  of  the  general  organisation! 
Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  leaders,  Mrs.  Laurie  Magnus,  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Mathie,  Mrs.  Rosenheim,  Miss  Nellie  Joseph  and  to  certain  members 
whose  strenuous  efforts  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of 
the  past  year  and  whose  programme  for  the  future  is  so  full  of  promise 

Apart  from  participating  for  years  in  the  organisation  of  the 
Alexandra  Day  collection  in  Stepney,  the  Hospital  took  part  for  the 
first  time  last  year  in  the  “  Special  Hospitals  Day  ”  collection  and 
thanks  are  due  to  the  helpers  who  shared  in  this  onerous  work. 

Several  functions  have  been  held  in  aid  of  the  Building  Fund 
(details  of  which  will  be  found  on  pages  39  and  41)  and  the  Committee 
desire  to  record  their  special  thanks  to  Sir  Neville  Wilkinson  for  the 
loan  of  Titania’s  Palace  and  to  Mrs.  L.  Rosenheim  and  Messrs 
Wickhams  (C.  Barker),  Ltd.,  of  Mile  End  Road,  for  organising  the 
exhibition  from  December  10th  to  December  31st  in  aid  of  the  Fund 

They  also  render  thanks  to  the  Northern  Aid  Society,  who  are 
organising  a  Concert  in  1939  in  aid  of  the  Building  Fund. 

The  accounts  of  the  separate  activities  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
year  1938  will  be  found  on  pages  22a  to  22d  and  those  for  the  Sick  Room 
Helps’  Society  on  page  22E,followed  by  a  summarised  account  on  pa^e  22f 
and  by  the  Balance  Sheet  on  page  22g.  As  required  by  the  King  Edward’s 
Hospital  Fund  for  London,  these  accounts  have  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Revised  Uniform  System  of  Hospital  accounts. 

Income— The  income  of  the  Corporation  shows  an  increase  in  the 
past  year  over  1937  of  £789  (£9,282  as  against  £8,493),  but  this  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  (details 
of  which  are  given  on  page  35).  The  income  of  the  Sick  Room  Helps’ 
Society,  at  £1,047,  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  in  1937,  when  the 
total  amounted  to  £1,046. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  therefore,  that  but  for  the  legacies  received, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  report  another  substantial  deficit 
on  the  year’s  working.  It  has  been  possible,  in  the  past,  to  meet  such 
deficits  from  reserves  built  up  in  better  times,  but  such  reserves  are  now 
nearly  exhausted  and  the  Committee  view  the  future  with  anxietv 
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more  especially  in  view  of  the  greatly  increased  income  which  it  will 
be  necessary  to  secure  for  the  maintenance  of  the  new  and  larger 
Hospital,  when  opened. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  sum  received  from  annual  subscriptions, 
for  the  purposes  of  both  the  Hospital  and  the  Sick  Room  Helps’  Society, 
amounts  to  only  £744,  barely  7  per  cent,  of  the  total  income  required  for 
the  maintenance  of  these  two  sections  of  the  work  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  Committee  earnestly  appeal  to  all  members  of  the  Community 
to  assist  the  Hospital  by  becoming  annual  subscribers,  and  sincerely 
hope,  also,  that  present  subscribers  will  bring  the  valuable  work  which 
the  Hospital  has  done,  and  is  still  doing,  to  the  notice  of  their  friends 
and  enlist  their  practical  support. 

Expenditure. — The  Committee  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that, 
although  the  numbers  of  patients  treated  remained  at  similar  levels  as 
in  1937,  savings  have  been  effected  in  the  cost  of  treating  both  In¬ 
patients  and  Out-patients.  The  total  expenditure  of  the  Corporation  in 
1938  was  £9,679  (as  against  £9,717  in  1937)  and  that  of  the  Sick  Room 
Helps’  Society  £903  (as  compared  with  £1,093  in  1937). 

This  economy  has  been  effected  in  spite  of  the  increases  in  the  cost 
of  many  commodities  during  the  year  and  the  Committee  are,  therefore, 
encouraged  in  their  opinion  that  the  Hospital  is  being  conducted  in 
the  most  economical  manner  possible. 

They  feel,  as  a  result,  that  the  Hospital  is  one  deserving  of  every 
support,  as  contributors  are  assured  that  the  utmost  possible  use  is 
made  of  their  benefactions. 

Conclusion. — On  the  whole,  the  Report  for  1938  is  one  of  steady  and 
effective  work,  with  every  opportunity  utilised  and  every  experience 
translated  into  future  possibilities  within  the  framework  of  an  enlarged 
Hospital. 

To  all  those  friends  whose  help  is  so  essential  to  the  well-being 
of  the  Hospital,  whose  support  has  been  its  strength  in  the  past  and  to 
whom  the  Committee  look  for  further  success  in  the  future,  they  offer 
thanks. 

There  are  those,  however,  very  intimately  connected  with  the 
Hospital,  to  whom  no  simple  words  can  adequately  express  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  indebtedness  ;  those  to  whom  the  Hospital  owes  its  good  name 
and  its  popularity,  namely  :  the  Professional  Staff  ;  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  ;  the  Matron  ;  the  Assistant  Matron,  the  Sisters  and  the  members 
of  the  Nursing  Staff  ;  the  Health  Visitors  ,  the  Secretaries  and  the 
Voluntary  Helpers  ;  to  all  of  these  the  Committee  pay  their  tribute  of 
gratitude  and  appreciation  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  work 
of  the  Hospital.

LADIES’  ASSOCIATION. 


Report  for  the  Year  1938. 


The  Ladies’  Association  has  had  a  full  and  active  year.  While 
complacency  can  never  be  justified,  there  is  at  least  excuse  for  satis-, 
faction  in  the  thought  that  the  Association,  during  the  past  year,  has 
been  engaged  in  planning  for  the  future.  Our  aim  is  to  anticipate  the 
completion  of  the  new  Building  and  to  ensure  that  our  output  of  work 
will  correspond  wth  the  greatly  increased  demands  which  will  result 
from  the  additional  accommodation. 

In  addition  we  are  aiming  at  the  endowment  of  a  Ladies’  Associa¬ 
tion  W ard  and  much  energy  and  work  will  be  needed  if  this  end  is  to  be 
achieved. 

We  believe  that  a  strong  and  vigorous  Ladies’  Association  is  of 
inestimable  value  to  a  Hospital,  and  we  seek  to  make  the  Ladies’ 
Association  of  the  Bearsted  Memorial  Hospital  a  model  of  its  kind. 

The  actual  record  of  the  principal  events  of  the  year  is  as  follows : — 

Mrs.  Model  (and  it  is  fitting  that  this  record  should  commence 
with  her  name)  very  generously  presented  a  jade  pendant  to  be  raffled, 
which  resulted  in  £11  2s  7d  being  raised  for  the  Association’s  funds. 

A  letter  was  written  to  every  member  of  the  Association,  inviting 
each  of  them  to  try  to  raise  £5  before  the  end  of  the  year.  As  a  result, 
a  total  of  £83  12s  6d  was  collected. 


Mrs.  Hawke  raised  the  handsome  sum  of  £30  12s  at  a  Bridge  Party, 
which  she  organised  and  gave  in  aid  of  the  Building  Fund. 

A  letter  was  written  during  the  year  to  all  subscribers  to  the 
Hospital,  inviting  them  to  join  the  Association.  By  this  means,  we 
obtained  53  new  members  and,  in  addition,  some  generous  donations. 
We  very  gladly  welcome  these  new  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HON.  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  for  the  past  year. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients  were  delivered  in  the 
Hospital  during  1938,  the  same  number  as  in  1937. 

The  percentage  attendance  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  was  very  high 
and  the  elimination  of  severe  toxaemias  during  the  year  shows  the  value 
of  the  excellent  work  done  in  this  department.  The  clinics  are  over¬ 
crowded,  however,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  hospital  will  be 
completed  soon,  so  as  to  provide  greater  comfort  for  the  patients 
attending  these  clinics. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  remains  low  ;  the  average  length  of  stay 
of  the  mothers  increased  to  16.3  days,  compared  with  15.4  days  in  1937. 

Attendances  at  the  post-natal  department  increased  considerably 
and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  note  the  excellent  condition  of  both  mothers 
and  babies  six  weeks  after  delivery. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  during  the  year,  proving  that  the 
never-ceasing  care  for  the  patients  is  on  a  high  standard  in  this  Hospital. 

Thirteen  patients  were  delivered  in  their  own  homes,  all  with 
excellent  results. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  mention  the  loyal  and  devoted  service  of 
the  Nursing  and  Resident  Staff.  There  is,  in  this  Hospital,  a  spirit  of 
cheerfulness  and  co-operation  such  as  is  only  too  rarely  met  with  in  the 
world  to-day.

Since  the  report  for  1937  was  issued,  a  considerable  change  has 
begun  to  take  place  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Centre.  The  slum 
clearance  schemes  in  the  Borough  of  Stepney  and  adjacent  Boroughs 
have  resulted  in  a  great  alteration  of  the  population.  When  large  areas 
are  demolished  the  population  is  necessarily  diminished,  sometimes 
permanently,  and  always  for  a  year  or  more.  This  is  now  beginning 
to  happen  in  our  district  and  will  have  its  effect  on  the  attendances  at 
the  Centre.  Already  a  slight  diminution  in  the  numbers  of  new  children 
maybe  noticed  and,  during  the  current  year,  there  is  likely  tc  be  a  very 
marked  decrease  in  attendance.  This  will  be  further  accentuated  by 
the  gradual  drop  in  the  population  due  to  the  falling  birthrate.  The 
“  only  child  ”,  once  almost  unheard  of  in  East  Eondon,  is  becoming  a 
commonplace  and,  not  infrequently,  a  problem. 

In  course  of  time,  the  rebuilding  schemes  should  bring  new  families 
into  the  district ;  meanwhile,  we  can  concentrate  on  trying  to  reduce 
the  numbers  of  those  who  attend  rarely,  sometimes  with  ill  results  to 
the  children  concerned. 

During  the  year  there  were  epidefnies  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  which  some  of  our  toddlers  contracted.  Most  recovered  rapidly 
and  their  good  attendance,  which  was  mentioned  in  last  year  s  report, 
is  again  noticeable. 

The  younger  babies  have  nearly  all  done  very  well.  The  occasional 
cases  which  have  not  thriven  are  always  those  who  do  not  come  for 
advice.  We  hope  that  the  work  of  the  Centre  in  1 939,  if  less  in  quantity 
than  in  the  past,  may  prove  to  be  even  better  in  quality.

Report  of  the  Appeal  Committee  for  the  year  1938 

In  presenting  their  report  for  the  year  1938,  the  Appeal  Committee 
would  refer  readers  to  their  report  for  1937,  in  which  mention  was  made 
of  the  deferring  of  the  campaign  for  the  raising  of  funds  until  such  time 
as  the  plans  of  the  new  hospital  buildings  at  Stoke  Newington  had  been 
drawn  up  and  approved. 

In  this  connection,  the  Building  Sub-Committee  held  several 
meetings  during  the  year  under  review  and  an  entirely  new  set  of  plans 
has  been  drawn  up.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  plans  had  reached 
the  stage  when  they  had  received  the  approval  of  the  local  authorities 
and  the  scheme,  as  a  whole,  had  been  approved  by  the  King  Edward  s 
Hospital  Fund  for  London. 

At  this  stage,  therefore,  it  was  felt  that  the  time  had  arrived  to 
renew  the  appeal  for  funds  for  the  completing  of  this  new  and  much 
larger  hospital.  The  services  of  Messrs.  Maurice  Cowan,  Roger  Falk  and 
James  Rose  were  enlisted,  to  assist  the  Committee  in  the  drawing  up 
of  an  appeal  leaflet,  which,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  has 
already  been  circulated.  The  thanks  of  their  colleagues  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  now  extended  to  these  gentlemen  for  their  most  valuable 
co-operation  in  this  matter  and  for  their  kindness  in  sacrificing  many 
hours  of  their  leisure  in  order  to  assist  in  this  work. 

The  final  result  of  this  postal  appeal  is  not  yet  known,  but  is  very 
gratifying  to  note  that  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  contributions 
are  still  being  received  in  response  to  this  urgent  request  for  financial 
assistance  for  the  furtherance  of  the  scheme. 

Review  of  Past  Year’s  Work.— It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  that 
although  no  appeal  was  launched  during  1938,  considerable  assistance 
was  afforded  the  Hospital  by  old  friends  and  contributors.  A  list  of 
the  additional  contributions  to  the  appeal  during  the  year  will  be  found 
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oil  page  4] ,  but  the  Committee  desire  to  make  special  mention  here  o£ 
the  following  gifts  and  to  convey  this  expression  of  their  most  sincere 
thanks  to  the  donors  for  the  continued  help  afforded  their  efforts  :

The  Committee  also  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  contributed  in  any  way  towards  the  funds  of  the  appeal  during 
1938  and  to  those  donors  who  have  responded  to  the  present  appeal. 
Details  of  these  latter  contributions  will  appear  in  the  report  for  1939. 

It  is  fitting,  here,  to  make  special  mention  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Ladies  Association  on  behalf  of  the  hospital  and  in  connection  with  the 
Appeal.  In  addition  to  making  provision  for  the  supply  of  garments 
for  the  mothers  and  babies,  the  Association  is  endeavouring  to  raise  a 
sum  of  no  less  than  £1,000  for  the  purpose  of  naming  a  “  Ladies’ 
Association  Bed  ”  in  the  new  hospital  and  this  objective  has  now  almost 
been  achieved.  Thanks  must  be  accorded  in  ths  connection  to  Mrs. 
Laurie  Magnus,  President ;  Mrs.  Mathie,  Hon.  Work  Organiser,  and 
to  all  members  of  the  Association. 

The  Committee  also  desire  to  record  their  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Nat  Levitt,  in  connection  with  the  formation  of 
Aid  Branches  in  the  North-West  London  area  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  new  hospital  when  opened  .  It  is 
later  hoped  to  establish  these  branches  throughout  London  and  the 
assistance  of  anyone  interested  in  this  work  would  be  gladly  welcomed. 

Plans  of  the  Committee  for  1939. — In  view  of  the  fact  that  work 
will  shortly  commence  on  the  building  of  the  new  hospital,  the  Appeal 
Committee  is  faced  with  the  necessity  of  raising  the  outstanding  sum 
of  £40,000  still  required  within  a  period  of  twelve  months,  if  the  new 
hospital,  when  completed,  is  to  be  opened  free  from  the  embarrassment 
of  debt. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  by  far  the  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  sum  required  would  already  have  been  received,  were 
it  not  for  the  many  heavy  calls  upon  the  Community’s  purse  as  a 
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result  of  recent  happenings  abroad.  The  Committee,  therefore,  desire 
to  impress  upon  friends  of  the  hospital  the  necessity  of  remembering 
the  needs  of  long-established  charities  at  home,  which  need  their  help 
now  more  than  ever  before.  It  must  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  new 
hospit  al  will  be  open  to  patients  of  all  creeds,  which,  in  itself,  is  a  fitting 
gesture  of  gratitude  for  the  free  existence  of  the  Jewish  Community 
of  this  country.  Nevertheless,  the  hospital  will  remain  an  institution 
to  which  Jewish  mothers  may  seek  entry,  secure  in  the  knowledge  that 
they  will  be  entering  a  hospital  in  which  every  provision  will  continue 
to  be  made  for  their  particular  needs.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
this  knowledge  is  a  great  psychological  factor  in  the  successful  treatment 
of  JeAvish  patients  and  is  a  sufficient  reason  in  itself  for  the  Community 
to  give  every  possible  assistance  towards  the  early  completion  of  the 
new  hospital. 

Friends  and  contributors  are  therefore  asked  to  assist  the  efforts 
of  the  Committee  in  any  of  the  following  ways  : 

(1)  By  sending  a  contribution,  to  the  limit  of  their  ability,  towards 

the  funds  of  the  Appeal, 

(2)  By  the  organising  of  Concerts,  Bridge  Parties,  Boxing  Tourna¬ 

ments  or  other  similar  functions  (the  help  of  the  many  Social 
and  Philanthropic  Societies  would  be  especially  welcomed  in 
this  connection), 

(3)  By  interesting  friends  and  acquaintances  in  the  work  which  the 

hospital  has  carried  on  during  the  past  forty-four  years  and 
by  enlisting  their  sympathy  and  support  in  connection  with 
the  building  of  the  new  hospital, 

(4)  By  undertaking  to  assist  !n  the  formation  of  an  Aid  Branch 

in  their  locality  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds, 

(5)  By  offering  their  services  in  any  other  way  which  may  benefit 

the  work  of  the  hospital. 

The  Secretary  of  the  hospital  will  be  pleased  to  supply  any  par¬ 
ticulars  Avhich  may  be  desired  regarding  the  Institution’s  present  or 
future  work. 

Thanks. — In  concluding  this  report  the  Committee  desire  to  place 
on  record  once  again  their  sincere  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
hospital’s  architect,  Mr.  Ernest  Joseph,  for  the  time  and  thought  given 
by  him  in  the  preparation  of  the  plans  of  the  new  hospital;  to 
Mr.  Dodds  and  Mr.  O’Sullivan  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  thanks  are 
expressed  for  their  advice  and  co-operation  in  connection  with  details 
of  the  plans  connected  with  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

Finally,  the  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Northern 
Aid  Society  and  their  President,  Mr.  Isaac  Wolfson,  for  so  kindly 
organising  a  Concert  which  took  place  in  January  1939,  as  a  result  of 
which  it  is  hoped  the  hospital  will  benefit  to  the  extent  of  at  least  £650.
